Az member of the NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF REALTORS® (NAR), I am writing to convey my
wholehearted suppert for NAR = Request for Emergency Stay of Faosimile Advertisement
Rules in the above referenced docket. The FCC = unexpected decisjon to remove the
eztablished businezz relationship exception from the unsclicited fax advertisements
rules severely interferea with wmy day-to-day bhusiness as a real estate professional.
Furthermore, the rules hinder the types of communication that my national, state and
local REALTOR® associations routinely send via faceimile, including information on
conventions or continuing education classes, which is a benefit that I expect as a
dues paying member.

HAR in its Request for Emergency Stay of Facsimile Advertisement Ruleg ha=z ocutlined
the detrimental impact that these rules will have on its over 900,000 members and on
the operations of over 3.5 million profeszsicnals in the real estate industry. I echo
HAR & position and emphasize that it will be extremely diffioult to obtain the
required written consent to send faxes to my customers, vendors and real estate
colleaques in the timeframe set by the FCC. It will also be difficult for my local
board, state assocoiation, and national aesoceiation to geek and cobtain written conzent
from their rezpective membership in less than thirty days., in oxder to prevent an
interruption in their ability to fax important information about upcoming conferences,
promotions and other events. A= a REALTOR® member, I rely on this timely and
effective means of communication. It 1= unreascnable to think that an associatlon can
eeek and obtain coneent from almoet 1 million membere by Auqust 25, 2003 .

Today, there are over 2 million U.S5. homes in the sales pipeline. Communicating via
facsimiles iz instrumental to ensuring a timely and successful transaction. An
effective date of Rugust 25, 2003, can petentially delay the majority of these
transaotione. To eecure the appropriate written occoneent will signifiecantly impaot
homebuyers and home sellers ability to move promptly in highly competitive housing
markets. It will take time to adapt to this new requirement; businesses will have to
amend current practicez to gain thiz new consent from consumers and vendors.

It is in thie regard that I urge the FCC to stay the effective date of the
unanticipated and unprecedented fax rules for one year so that the required written
congent form can be incvorporated into the annual dues billing eyele. This iz the most
effective method for providing express written consent to NAR and my state and local
REALTOR® assoclations. The stay is also essential 1n order to institute the required
compliance procedurez for fawx communications with my clientes and other businesees to
ensure minimal disruptions in real estate tranzactions.
